Joint Arbitration Association 
Sees Building Contractors. 


THREE ARE NOW SIGNED. 


Organization Decides for International 
and Will Give It Support. 


The executive board of the Joint Arbitra- 
tion association yesterday waited upon con- 
tractors erecting the Mandel building and 
induced them to employ members of the In- 
ternational Association of Steamfitters in- 
stead of steamfitters affiliated with the Unit- 
ed Association of Plumbers. 


Put Damper on Warfare. 

By following this method in connection 
with other large buildings under construc- 
tion the arbitration board expetts to put an 
effective damper on thé furisdictiopal war- 
fare between the plumbers and st fitters. 

A trail of bloodshed has marked the prog- 
ress of this trouble. Three men have been 
murdered and labor sluggings occurred every 
day until Maurice (Mossy) Enright, business 
agent of the United Association of Plumbers, 
was placed in jail. 


Made a Thorough Inquiry. 

Before the arbitration association wok sides 
with the International Association of Steam- 
fitters a thorough investigation of the dis- 
pute Was made. The association found that 
the agitation was caused because the inter- 
national association would not amalgamate 
with the united association. 

The joint assoelation believes the united 
association will be forced to sue for peace 
when the contractors of large buildings sign 
wotking agreements with the international 
association. Such agreements have already 
been signed with the owners and cotitractors 
ot the Heisen and Harris Trust buildings.

Seek Deep Water Outlet. 

Mr. Hines and his associates own large 
areas of timber land in lower Mississippi. 
Several years ago they planned the con- 
struction of a railway into Gulfport, the 
object being to get a deep water outlet for 
export lumber from the Hines mills. 

A charter was obtained for the Gulfport 
and Northwestern railway, but construction 
work never was started. The state of Miss- 
issippi invoked its statute forbidding any 
corporation to hold property exceeding $2,- 
000,000 in value in the state, and the courts 
held the Hines projects illegal.

PORTUGAL WAITS AN ATTACK 


Republican Troops Line Border 
to Keep Royalists Out.

STRIKE AGAINST — 
ATLANTIC LINES 


Seamen Walk Out at All Eng- 
lish Ports and at Many 
Places on Continent. 


DENY SERIOUS TROUBLE. 


ees eee 


Officials Say That Few Vessels 
Will Be Tied Up as Result 
of the Dispute. 


LONDON, June -- The seamen’s strike 
was formally declared tonight at London, 
Glasgow, Liverpool, Cardiff, Bristol, South- 
ampton, and other British ports and also at 
Belgian and ports, but the chances 
of any real nternational strike being de- 
clared seem remote. 

So far as tonight's indications show, the 
confidence of the Shipping Federation is well 
placed, for at hardly any of these ports was 
enthusiasm displayed for the strike and the 
shipowners maintain an attitude of indif- 
ference, seemingly satisfied that they will 
dave no troubie in filling the places of the 
strtkere, who thus far can be counted gy hun- 
dreds. 


Demands Made by Rebels. 

Tom Mann at Liverpool, Benn Tillett at 
London, and Havelock Wilson at Southamp- 
ton ere Going their utmost to galvanize the 
movement, but with smell success. They de- 
mand chiefly a conciliation board and the 
establishment of a minimum wage and com- 
Plain bitterly of the wholesale employment 
of Asiatics by shipowners.

Big Liner Olympic Sails.

White Star line, the largest steamer aficat, 
got away from Sout u on its maiden 
voyage to New York early this afternoon. 

Even this morning there was some doubt 
that the Olympic would gail on time, but a 
settiement with the deok hands was finally 
effected. Great crowds watched the depar- 
ture of the new craft and gave it a rousing 
sendoff. It carried 450 saloon passengers, a 
record for a westward voyage in June.

LIVED IN 4 BASEMENT. 
Seven Years of Self-Sacrifice Earns 
Competence for Couple in Hungary. 


“Mike™ Busch, the Nein track laborer, 
who supported a wife on $10.80 a week and 
managed to save $3,000 in seven years, has 
told Tus Trisuns how he managed to do it. 

Busch lett Chicago Monday and will sail 
shortly for hie former home in Hungary, 
where he expects to live in comfort on 2 
four acre farm the rest of his days. 

Busch and his wife occupied four rooms in 
a basement of a two story house, for which 
they paid $5 a month. They rented one room 
to two lodgers for $6.50 a month. They lived 
chiefly upon rye bread, buying it several days 
after baking two loaves for 5 cents. Some- 
times they had a blowout and included half a 
bologna sausage in their meal. On rare occa- 
sions they bought boiling meat. 

The coffee used by Busch cost 20 cents a 
pound, and they had it three times a day, and 
potatoes were eaten frequently. Their aver- 
age meal cost 15 or 20 cents. 

(New clothing never was purchased. The 
wife did washing and her customers used te 
give her their partially worn garments. Be- 
fore Busch and his wife-left they bought an 
entire outfit of clothing for both, costing 
$60. A relative had died and left them a two 
acre farm in Hungary, which caused the ex- 
*travagance. The husband is 47 years old 
and the wire 50.
